Claim 23 (withdrawn) A method, comprising: reading a monetary ticket associated with a 

gaming machine; associating the monetary ticket with a respective record; and triggering a 
special software routine on the gaming machine if the record indicates the ticket is for a special 
promotional mode.

Claim 26 (withdrawn) A method comprising: downloading a downloadable software module to a 
slot machine; storing an identity of the downloadable software module; receiving a ticket; 
determining if the ticket has a special operation for a particular game; and performing the special 
operation if an identity of the downloadable software module is compatible with the particular 
game. 

Claim 27 (withdrawn) An apparatus, comprising: a host connected to a machine database storing 

a status of a plurality of gaming machines; and a gaming machine transmitting a ticket in request 
to the host, wherein the database updates a status of the gaming machine depending on a type of 
the ticket. 

Claim 28 (withdrawn) A ticket redemption apparatus, comprising: a ticket reader reading a 
ticket; a rules locator locating the ticket's respective rules in a respective record in a database; a 
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determining unit determining if the ticket has met proper conditions for cashout; and a rejection 
unit, if the ticket has not met the proper conditions for cashout, rejecting the ticket for cashout 
and returning the ticket to a player.

Claim 49 (new) A method as recited in claim 20, wherein the predetermined modified paytable 
becomes unavailable to the player on the gaming machine when the player loses all funds from 
the first monetary ticket. 

Claim 50 (new) A method as recited in claim 20, wherein the predetermined modified paytable 
becomes unavailable to the player on the gaming device when the player loses all funds from the 
second monetary ticket. 

Claim 5 1 (new) A method as recited in claim 20, wherein predetermined the modified paytable 
becomes unavailable to the player on the gaming machine after a predetermined amount is 
played by the player. 

Claim 52 (new) A method as recited in claim 20, wherein the predetermined modified paytable 
becomes unavailable to the player on the gaming machine after a predetermined amount of time 
has elapsed. 

Claim 53 (new) A method as recited in claim 20, further comprising: 
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inserting, by the player, cash into the gaming machine; 

determining, by the gaming machine, that the gaming machine is using the predetermined 
modified paytable and preventing the cash from being wagered using the predetermined 
modified paytable. 

Claim 54 (new) A method as recited in claim 53, wherein the preventing comprises rejecting the 
cash by returning the cash to the player. 

Claim 55 (new) An apparatus, comprising: 

an assigning unit assigning to a first monetary ticket both a first ticket value and a 
predetermined modified paytable and indicating on the monetary ticket that the monetary ticket 
triggers the predetermined modified paytable; 
a gaming machine performing: 

receiving the first monetary ticket and crediting the first ticket value into the gaming 
machine to create credited funds; 

allowing a player to play a gambling game on the gaming machine using the modified 
paytable using the credited funds, the predetermined modified paytable being different from a 
default paytable on the gaming machine, 

receiving a ticket out request on the gaming machine; and 

issuing a second monetary ticket to the player and assigning both a second ticket value 
and the predetermined modified paytable to the second monetary ticket, the second ticket value 
reflecting an amount of credits on the gaming machine when the ticket out request was received. 
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wherein the second monetary ticket invokes the predetermined modified paytable when the 
player uses the second monetary ticket on a gaming device. 

Claim 56 (new) An apparatus as recited in claim 55, wherein use of the first monetary ticket is 
restricted to a particular patron. 

Claim 57 (new) An apparatus as recited in claim 55, wherein the predetermined modified 
paytable becomes unavailable to the player on the gaming machine when the player loses all 
funds from the first monetary ticket. 

Claim 58 (new) An apparatus as recited in claim 55, wherein the predetermined modified 
paytable becomes unavailable to the player on the gaming device when the player loses all funds 
from the second monetary ticket. 

Claim 59 (new) An apparatus as recited in claim 55, wherein predetermined the modified 
paytable becomes unavailable to the player on the gaming machine after a predetermined amount 
is played by the player. 

Claim 60 (new) An apparatus as recited in claim 55, wherein the predetermined modified 
paytable becomes unavailable to the player on the gaming machine after a predetermined amount 
of time has elapsed. 

Claim 61 (new) An apparatus as recited in claim 55, wherein the gaming machine comprises: 
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a rejection unit, upon insertion of cash by the player in the gaming machine, determines 
that the gaming machine is using the predetermined modified paytable and prevents the cash 
from being wagered using the predetermined modified paytable. 



Claim 62 (new) An apparatus as recited in claim 61, wherein the preventing comprises rejecting 
the cash by returning the cash to the player.
